Opinions  From  Junior  Collectors 

by  Dianna  Voss 

When  I talk  to  fellow  junior  members  at  various  coin  shows,  the  most  popular  subjects 
seem  to  be  handling  and  cleaning  of  coins.  Most  everyone  seems  to  agree  that  the  best 
way  to  handle  coins  should  be  literally  with  “kid  gloves”.  Soft  gloves  should  be  worn 
when  handling  coins,  and  the  coins  should  be  held  on  the  edges  between  two  fingers. 
The  obverse  and  reverse  surface  should  not  be  touched  with  bare  fingers,  because  this 
will  lead  to  eventual  discoloration  and  damage. 

The  subject  of  coin  cleaning  comes  up  very  frequently,  and  it  is  agreed  that  a coin  should 
not  be  cleaned  unless  absolutely  necessary,  and  then  only  with  expert  advice.  Once  a 
coin  is  cleaned,  it  will  require  repeated  cleaning  and  this  repeated  cleaning  will  cost  the 
coin  its  brilliance.  If  a coin  must  be  cleaned,  a good  liquid  coin  cleaner  is  about  as  good 
as  any.  The  coin  should  be  dipped  momentarily  in  the  cleaner,  rinsed  immediately  with 
clear  water,  and  patted  dry.  Never  rub  a coin  because  rubbing,  even  with  a soft  cloth, 
tends  to  leave  minute  scratches  on  the  coin’s  surface.  These  scratches  will  cause  the  coin 
to  eventually  lose  its  sharpness  and  become  dull.  If  a coin  cleaner  is  not  available,  then 
a homemade  cleaner  of  water  and  baking  soda  may  be  used.  This  is  not  really  a good 
idea  though  because  this  method  employs  rubbing,  and  as  stated  before,  any  kind  of 
rubbing  will  produce  tiny  scratches.  In  conclusion  let  me  remind  you  of  an  old  adage

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that  states,  “An  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a pound  of  cure”.  So  if  a coin  is  handled 
very  carefully  and  is  well  protected  whether  on  display  or  in  storage,  it  should  stay  bright 
and  beautiful  for  a long,  long  time  and  be  a real  credit  to  its  owner. 

Editor’s  Note:  This  article  is  oriented  more  toward  the  cleaning  of  uncirculated  silver 
coins  than  lesser  grade  coins  or  coins  of  other  metals.  In  my  opinion,  a dip-type  cleaner 
should  never  be  used  on  coins  below  the  grade  of  extremely  fine,  and  an  abrasive-type 
cleaner  should  never  be  used  on  coins  above  the  grade  of  extremely  fine. 

The  above  article  is  from  the  November  1975  Digest.  Although  addressed  to  Junior 
Collectors,  I’ve  talked  to  some  adult  collectors  who  should  also  read  it  carefully.  Its  hard 
to  convince  some  people  that  making  “a  coin  shiny”  doesn’t  increase  its  value,  but  rather 
greatly  reduces  the  value  in  most  cases.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  new  Regional  Chairman,  Garry  Apelian.  He 
introduced  himself  and  gave  a brief  overview  of  EAC,  what  the  club  endeavors  to  do, 
its  member  participation,  and  the  states  that  make  up  our  region.  Next,  everyone 
introduced  themselves  and  their  areas  of  collecting  interest. 

Our  guest  speaker  for  the  afternoon  was  John  Wright.  John  titled  his  topic  Large  Cent 
Literature  101.  John  mentioned  the  various  reference  materials  that  should  be  part  of 
any  large  cent  collector’s  library.  He  brought  examples  of  each  item  discussed. 


For  the  early  dates,  1793-1814,  the  best  book  is  the  reprint  by  Quarterman  of  Penny 
Whimsy  (1958),  as  it  contains  good  quality  plates,  has  each  year  die-chained,  and  the 
pictures  are  of  actual  size  coins.  Also,  in  the  early  series,  the  Bill  Noyes  book  has  an 
updated  condition  census  and  contains  several  new  varieties  discovered  since  the  1 958 
Sheldon.  The  book  contains  no  new  text  information,  however  the  pictures  are  of  large 
size  and  excellent  quality. 

In  the  Middle  Date  Series,  the  Howard  Newcomb  test  was  the  only  book  available  for 
nearly  forty  years.  The  text  was  hard  to  follow,  plates  were  not  usable  for  identification 
and  line  drawings  were  limited  in  detail.  The  most  recent  book  of  Middle  Dates  is  the 
John  Wright  text.  Each  year  has  been  die-chained  on  separate  pages.  There  are  large- 
sized plates  for  each  variety  with  extensive  descriptions  about  each  coin 

Next,  the  Late  Dates,  1 840- 1 857,  are  covered  in  the  Bob  Grellman  book.  This  book  has 
large  line-drawn  pictures  that  are  done  in  great  detail  and  there  is  an  excellent 
descriptive  text  on  each  variety  presented. 

Finally,  a group  of  materials  was  suggested  that  would  add  to  information  on  Large  Cent 
die  varieties.  The  Red  Book  is  the  best  buy  in  large  cent  major  types.  The  second  best

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value  would  be  Walter  Breen’s  Complete  Encyclopedia  of  U .S  .Coins.  Auction 
catalogues  make  useful  reference  works.  The  Robbie  Brown  I September  1986  Sale  by 
Superior  contained  only  Large  Cents.  Also  from  Superior,  the  January  1989  Jack 
Robinson  sale  was  mostly  all  Large  Cents  but  went  into  die  states  in  much  greater  depth 
and  detail.  The  Robbie  Brown  II  Sale  in  January  of  1996  contained  the  most  complete 
set  of  Large  Cents  every  formed  or  sold  for  the  year  1793-1839.  These  catalogues  are 
not  meant  as  reference  to  price,  but  rather  picture  references  of  what  exists.  The  plates 
contained  therein  are  superb.  For  a price  reference  guide,  Robinson’s  Copper  Quotes 
(CQR)  was  suggested. 

Mabel  Ann  Wright  reminded  the  group  that,  as  the  Club’s  librarian,  each  of  the  books 
that  John  displayed  at  our  meeting  could  be  borrowed  from  the  EAC  Library.

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Let's  Talk  Currency 

National  Bank  Notes 

by  Tim  Kyzivat  - LaGrange,  Illinois 

The  previous  articles  have  been  about  collecting  currency  in  general  and  have  included 
discussions  about  grading,  interesting  notes  to  collect  and  the  Greensheet.  Now  it’s 
time  to  get  into  the  specifics  of  collecting  National  Bank  Notes. 

The  most  popular  notes  to  collect  are  National  Bank  Notes.  These  notes  are  hometown 
currency  issued  by  the  national  banks  in  our  towns.  They  were  signed  by  the  bankers, 
usually  prominent  persons  the  community,  and  were  used  everyday  to  buy  farms, 
automobiles,  groceries,  pay  the  doctor  and  to  pay  for  whatever  people  needed  to  buy. 
They  circulated  freely  in  the  area  and  in  fact  circulated  all  over  the  country.  The  stories 
these  notes  could  tell,  if  only  they  could  talk  to  us! ! What  about  notes  that  were  used 
on  the  frontier  in  the  days  of  the  Wild  West  and  the  Indians! ! What  about  notes  that 
were  part  of  the  holdup  money  taken  by  Bonnie  and  Clyde  or  Butch  Cassidy! ! 

There  are  many  ways  to  collect  National  Bank  Notes.  The  collections  that  you  form  are 
only  limited  by  your  imagination  and  your  desire  to  own  something  that  has  a special 
meaning  or  interest  to  you.  I will  suggest  some  interesting  ways  to  assemble  a collection. 

TYPE  SET 

A type  set  of  nationals  would  be  an  interesting  set  that  would  show  different  types  of 
notes.  For  example,  you  could  collect  one  note  from  each  of  the  4 difference  charter 
periods.  Type  collectors  usually  look  for  common,  high  grade  notes  that  will  show  off 
the  designs  of  the  notes.  A type  set  might  be  different  denominations  from  the  same 
charter  period,  such  as  a collection  of  Brown  Backs  in  $5,  $10,  $20,  $50  and  $100 
denominations. 

STATE  SET 

Another  collection  would  be  a state  set,  namely  one  note  from  each  state.  This  affords 
for  a great  variety  of  notes  as  you  can  mix  and  match  notes  as  you  see  fit.  Some  states 
are  quite  easy  to  find  notes  from  and  you  could  have  a better  type  or  a better  condition 
note  from  those  states.  Other  states  are  quite  difficult  to  find  notes  from  and  they 
demand  more  money.  A lower  grade  note  or  perhaps  a small  size  note  would  be  best 
from  those  states.

A collection  of  interesting  or  odd  and  unusual  names  is  limited  only  by  your
